At the beginning of her lactation period, Agassiz Segis 
May Echo made the finely balanced and creditable record 
of 36.65 lbs. butter, 798.4 lbs. milk, with a 30-day record of 
139.96 lbs. butter, 2887.1 lbs. milk. She was 5 years, 10 
months, 11 days of age at this calving. Freshening first at 
the age of 2 years, 5 months, she made a 7-day record of 
18.60 Ibs. butter with 442.7 Ibs. milk, averaging 3.36 per 
cent fat and during the same lactation period made an 
R. O. P. record of 842.5 Ibs. butter and 19,302 Ibs. milk in 
a year, showing an average of 3.49 per cent fat. After her 
first freshening, considerable difficulty was experienced 
in getting her with calf, but after considerable treatment 
she conceived but aborted, so that the bull calf which she 
dropped at the beginning of her recent test period is in 
reality her second calf. This time she apparently caught 
atthe first service on September 1, 1922 andthus has 
carried a calf almost exactly 4 months of her record-break- 
ing test. 

The following table, giving the production of Agassiz 
Segis May Echo during each month of her test, shows won- 
derful evenness throughout, a factor that made possible 
an average of 32.33 Ibs. butter for each official test, while 
her high mark during the fiush of production was 36.65 Ibs.

_ The record was made under the R. O. P., or Record of 
Performance, rules. This is the regular yearly test in 


Canada and is supervised and conducted by the Dominion 
Government, which bears all the expense of the super- 
vision. In general, it follows closely the regulations of 
our own semi-official test, with a two-day test period as 
nearly as possible every month. On account of the short- 
age of men in some sections, it has been impossible to 
make a test each month and in the case of the new cham- 
pion, there were nine two-day official test periods in addi- 
tion to her 30-day strictly official test at the beginning of 
the lactation. In addition to the official supervision of 
the Record of Performance division, another interesting 
check upon the performance was made. The cow, it will 
be remembered, is owned by the Dominion Experimental 
Farm in British Columbia and she is therefore the property 
of the Dominion of Canada. Composite samples were taken 
of every milking throughout the year and tested in their 
own laboratories in addition to the regular R. O. P. super- 
vision. While we have not the exact figures, we are in- 
formed by Mr. Hicks, superintendent of the Agassiz Farm, 
that their composite private tests check almost to the 
pound with the R. O. P. figures. In addition, there was 
the supervision of the Government officials from Prof. 
Archibald down. 

The following information concerning the care and 
feeding of Agassiz Segis May Echo is of especial interest 
but not in as great detail as we would like to present. She 
ate at the maximum, 31 lbs. of grain with up to 165 Ibs. 
of mangels daily. This was varied occasionally, as her 
appetite dictated, with a substitution of beet pulp; a small 
quantity of corn silage, and clover and alfalfa hay was 
fed likewise. She had no green pasture during the year 
and was kept in her stall most of the time, running out 
in a shaded but grassless paddock during the extremely 
hot weather. She was milked and fed throughout the test 
by Herdsman G. P. Harper, between whom and the cow 
exists the closest bond of sympathy and affection. Agas- 
siz Segis May Echo weighed right at 1800 Ibs. at the be- 
ginning of her test and finished her year in good physi- 
cal condition weighing about 100 lbs. more than at the 
start. We call attention in the picture on the cover, to 
the broad strong muzzle, and the general appearance of 
strength throughout. 


And now we come to the pedigree of the champion. 
We present a World five-generation chart, to which we 
direct careful attention and study. The breeding is ex- 
cellent in every line. It will be noted that her sire, May 
Echo Champion, who has a number of other splendid 
daughters as well, is a full brother to May Echo Sylvia, 
while the dam is a granddaughter of King Segis and 
Blanch Lyons De Kol, one of the great daughters of Piet- 
ertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol and from the foundation 
cow, Blanche Lyons. There is producing blood in every 
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line of the pedigree. It is, therefore, extremely pleasing 
to find a world’s champion producer combining so much 


in the way of pedigree. 

The first calf of Agassiz Segis May Echo was a daugh- 
ter, sired by Inka Sylvia Beets Posch, who will be observed 
in the pedigree as the grandsire of Agassiz Segis May 
Echo and sire of May Echo Sylvia. This heifer was sold

great deal of interest in animal 

nutrition problems, and with 
this interest naturally comes atten- 
tion to the mineral needs of live stock. 
Perhaps this situation is also aggra- 
vated by the fact that there are a 
number of individuals or companies 
operating in Wisconsin and neighbor- 
ing states who have mineral mixtures 
for sale. The importance of the prob- 
lem and the needs of an ample supply 
of mineral materials cannot be over- 
emphasized, but at the present, as at 
all times, use should be made only of 
those extra salts that are absolutely essential. Farmers 
should purchase only what they need and not buy the 
complex mineral mixtures on the market that may contain 
needless ingredients.

Need of Common Salt 


General experience as well as scientific evidence points 
to the absolute need of a certain amount.of common salt 
in the rations of all farm live stock. This has become so 
commonly accepted a viewpoint that it would be difficult 
to find any considerable group of farmers that were not 
using common salt for their live stock. We find it neces- 
sary to purchase this material for the reason that the crops 
and feeds that are fed our live stock are very low in the 
element chlorine, and it is this particular element that 
common salt must supply. The large use for common salt

is to gmake hydro-chloric acid in 
the stomach of the animal, and 
this substance is absolutely es- 
sential for the proper” digestive 
action of that organ. Scientific 
experiments have also demonstrated 
that the dairy cow, for example, 
cannot get along indefinitely with- 
out an extra supply of common 
salt. Dr. S. M. _ Babcock per- 
formed such experiments at this sta- 
tion twenty years ago and showed 
that if the cow was fed a ration that 
did not have added salt, ultimately 
her milk flow would diminish rapidly 
and her general condition become im- 
paired. The evidence then is clear 
that our farmers must use common 
salt with all classes of farm stock, un- 
less some of the feeds that they are 
purchasing already contain an extra 
supply of this material. It has been 
recommended that dairy cows be 
given at least one ounce of salt per 
day and all other farm stock except 
poultry should have free access to it. 
In the case of poultry, salt should 
form one-half to one per cent of the 
ration. 





Need of lodine 

We live in a goitrous region. This 
region extends from the British 
Northwest through Montana, the Da- 
kotas, and into the region of the Great Lakes. In this 
region our live stock is likely to suffer from goiter either 
developed before birth and giving difficulty to normal 
breathing in the new-born offspring, or developed in the 
growing period. Goiter occurs with colts, calves, and 
lambs, and exhibits itself in the production of hairless 
pigs. To what it is primarily due we do not know, but the 
specific cure for the common form is a small amount of 
extra iodine in the ration. Our plants, unless they are 
raised near the seashore, do not contain enough of this 
element. While some farmers and breeders never have 
trouble with goiture in their live stock, others do, and it 
seems fairly certain that the live stock industry of this re- 
gion would be more secure from losses if it habitually prac- 
ticed adding a small amount of iodine to the ration. Just 
what this amount should be has not been determined, but 
we have recommended that one-third of an ounce of potas- 
sium iodide per one hundred pounds of grain mixture is

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Herd Records vs Individual 


PON request of the Dominion Department of 
| Agriculture, the recent annual meeting of the Hol- 

stein-Friesian Association of Canada gave its en- 
dorsement to proposed changes in the rules for making 
long-time records of production which will have the most 
far reaching effect upon the development of the dairy 
breeds in Canada. These new regulations will provide 
that Record of Performance supervision will be provided 
only in herds numbering four milking cows or more, at 
least one of which must be a purebred, and that in such 
herds all normal purebred cows of milking age not pre- 
viously tested shall be entered in test. In other words, 
the Dominion Government is more interested in devel- 
oping herds than it is of bringing out a few sensational 
individuals and they frown upon the practice of breeders 
concentrating all their energy in providing superlative 
conditions for one or two animals while’ neglecting the 
production of the rest of the herd. Under the new regula- 
tions, which, we understand, will shortly go into effect, 
breeders are thus required to enter all of their purebred 
cows that have not previously been tested and which are 
normal animals in respect to health, ete., as a requisite 
of securing the supervision which the Dominion Govern- 
ment provides. It must be remembered that the Dominion 
Government is in a position to exact this requirement 
because on their long-time tests in Canada, the Govern- 
ment bears the entire cost of the supervision, hiring the 
supervisors and paying their traveling expenses. They 
feel, therefore, that this provision, which will lower the 
cost of supervision per cow to the Dominion and which 
should result in much faster herd improvement and breed 
improvement, is decidedly worth enough to justify the 
extra labor of the herd owner in weighing daily the 
milk of all members of his herd. 

Under our system of making semi-official tests the 
owner paying for his own supervision, it is probably 
impractical to make such a drastic change from the pres- 
ent procedure. We believe, however, it is distinctly a 
move in the right direction and will result in raising 
materially the standard of the breed from a_ production 
standpoint much more certainly and much more swiftly 
than under the old plan of operation. Our association 
should carefully observe the working out of this plan 
and study the problem from the standpoint of its possible 
adoption at some future time. 


Are We Vealing too Many? 


HE question of disposing of the bull calf crop is one 
T of the real problems of the breeding business. For 
the past two years, as a general proposition, the 
breeder who vealed the great majority of his bulls, unless 
they were something extra good in the way of record 
while the 


backing, and so forth, was ahead of the game, 
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man who raised them all almost invariably found himself 
with a barnfull of bulls eating their heads off and each 
one representing a bigger investment than the Owner 
could hope to get out of him. 

A good many purebred bulls under any circumstances 
should be converted into veal or baby beef. This humber 
would include animals carrying glaring defects in ¢gp. 
formation or out of counterfeit dams, etc. There are 
however, unquestionably, many very desirable bull calye< 
being slaughtered every day, which if raised and given 
the opportunity in the place of some scrub bull would 
be responsible for doubled production per cow in many 
herds within the next few years. The future progress 
and development of the dairy industry demands that a 
solution be found for the problem of how best to eradicate 
the scrub sires and put these good purebreds, now being 
sacrificed, in their places. j 

The attempt is in every way desirable. In the firs; 
place, it should provide for our breeders a market for 
their bulls of reasonable quality at a better price than 
they are now getting. This is important. In the next place, 
every man who breeds up a herd of profitable grades py 
the use of purebred sires is a potential recruit for the 
purebred ranks. This is the foundation for the whole 
spread of the purebred industry. 

There is a great opportunity along this line for effective 
work by the breed organizations and there are few lines 
of activity containing such possibilities for worth while 
results. Two counties in California recently demonstrated 
the possibilities in this line of work, when, through an 
organized campaign in which the business men of the 
county participated actively along with the dairy organi- 
zations, over a hundred purebred sires were sold to replace 
an equal number of scrub bulls. Every one of these pure- 
bred sires was from a dam with a record above 400 Ibs. 
fat. Every one was purchased at a fair price and the 
state organization takes the responsibility in seeing to 
it that every purchaser gets his money’s worth. 

The Minnesota Holstein-Friesian Association is devel- 
oping a similar line of activity and is now in the midst of 
a trial demonstration of what can be accomplished in 
the county of Blue Earth. This is one of the best organi- 
zed counties in the state and the local support by bankers 
and business men for any project of this nature is right 
at 100 per cent. It is too early yet to report on actual 
results, but we are predicting that they will be such as 
to warrant the Minnesota association in expanding and 
devoting more attention to this activity.. Other state 
organizations might well take it up as a major project, 
feeling their way along a little carefully at first in order 
to work out the best method of procedure, etc., for their 
particular conditions. County organizations, many of which 
are dying of dry rot because of nothing in particular to 
do, are indispensible cogs in this machine and the staging 
of such a campaign, in addition to all the benefits named, 
should have the effect of rejuvenating the county clubs 
and thus giving new life and strength to the whole ex- 
tension organization. 

This bull stuff is, then, pretty far reaching any way 
you look at it and we would urge individual breeders and 
organizations to give careful thought to the problem with 
the idea of getting definite action started during the 
present season.

The report of Secretary Oldham 

gave in detail the activities of the As- 
sociation during the preceding year. 
According to this report the Associa- 
tion spent during 1922 over $3500 on 
publicity, advertising and actual ex- 
tension service. While the receipts 
through the treasurer’s office totaled 
$11,000 considerable of this went to 
the repayment of loans and to putting 
the Association on a sound financial 
basis. 

Quoting from the report relative to 
the way in which the membership is 
meeting the new plan of apportioning 
members to the various counties and 
depending upon them for payment of 
membership dues, the Oldham report 
reads: 

“It is apparent that the new plan 
of affiliating county and state as- 
sociations in Wisconsin is des- 
tined to be one hundred per cent 
successful. A glance at the maps 
on exhibit convinced everyone as 
to the appreciation of such an 
idea on the part of the rank and 


file of breeders and the receipts 
shown on the Secretary’s report 
lay emphasis on the action neces- 
sitated and taken at the Annual 
Meetings of the various County 
Associations shown as affiliated. 
During the year January Ist 
1921 to January Ist 1922, a total 
of 567 memberships were re- 
corded at $5.00 each bringing in a 
total of $2,835.00 in membership 
moneys. During the year 1922, 
we recorded a total of 517 mem- 
bers at an average of $7.83 mak- 
ing a total in membership money 
of $4,052.60. The total member- 
“ship money received in the two 
years amounted to $6,887.60 and 
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this sum covered 1084 member- 
ships issued during the two-year 
period. The cost of gathering 
these memberships was $1,709.41 
or approximately 25%. This high 
cost together with the small num- 
ber of breeders taking out mem- 
bership annually compared with 
the large number of dairymen in- 
terested in the breed and receiv- 
ing returns and benefits from the 
work of the state association’s 
efforts in giving publicity and ad- 
vertising to Wisconsin, her Hol- 
steins and their owners’ both 
grade and purebred, is the basic 
argument fora plan which would 
spread the cost of the organiza- 
tion over the rank and file of own- 
ers and which would establish a

support also will be continued 
for the winter fairs, it being 
voted to duplicate, dollar for dollar, 
all money offered by the fair associa- 
tions with the usual special Holstein 
prizes in addition. The Royal Show 
at Toronto does not come under this 
schedule, as that will be left to the 
incoming Board for decision. 

The motion of Mr. P. J. Salley, of 
Quebec, providing that all supervisors 
of official tests shall be changed as 
nearly as possible at the end of every 
30-day period of the test was adopted 
without opposition, it being agreed 
that every thing possible to add 
standing to Canadian records in other 
countries should be done. 

Endorsement of a move of the most 
far-reaching importance was voted in 
a resolution recommending that the 
Record of Performance rules should 
be amended so that all normal milk- 
ing purebred cows in a herd, who have 
not been previously tested, must be 
entered on test, if any R. O. P. work 
is to be done in the herd, and no tests 
will be made where herds number less 
than four milking animals and at 
least one of the cows must be a pure- 
bred. The cost of supervision of R. 
O. P. records is borne entirely by the 
Dominion government and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture takes the position 
that they are more interested in the 
development of an improvement in 
entire herds than they are in the 
making of a few sensational records. 
The purpose of this new policy is to 
raise the general standard of entire 
herds and to lower the cost of super- 
vision per cow. 

A resolution 


was enthusiastically 


adopted commending the Dominion 
officials and the entire agricultural 
staff on their excellent work as_ re- 


flected in the breaking of the world’s 
record for butter production by the 
Holstein, Agassiz Segis May Echo, on 
the Dominion Experimental Farm, at 
Agassiz, British Columbia. W. H. 
Hicks, superintendent of the Agassiz 
Farm, being present at the meeting, 
was called upon for remarks and he 
outlined in an interesting manner the 
history of the cow and gave some of 
the details of her care during the rec- 
ord breaking test. Mr. R. F. Hicks, of 
Newton Brook, Ont., who bred the cow, 
also made some remarks in regard to 
his herd methods. Upon motion of 
Chris Houck, the thanks of the Asso- 
ciation was extended to all owners 
and herdsmen connected with world’s 
record performers of the past year. 


And while they were in the com- 
mendatory mood, W. R. Cummings 
moved and the meeting enthusiasti- 


cally voted the thanks of the Associa- 
tion to Mr. Fred Lee for his efforts in 
bringing out the Ontario herd at the 
National Dairy Show last fall where 
a most successful showing was made. 

Upon motion the salary of the 
Secretary was continued the same as 
last year at $3500. An appropriation 
was also made for funds for the Pub- 
licity Committee amounting to $2000. 
At this point. there was considerable 
discussion on the question of employ-

ing a field man. Resolutions from 
several county associations were pre- 
sented, requesting that a field man 
be employed. Upon motion, the in- 
coming Board of Directors was direct- 
ed to appropriate a reasonable sum 
for extension work and to appoint a 
committee of breeders to act as tem- 
porary field representatives through- 
out the coming year. Resolutions 
were also adopted calling upon the 
association to make an_ organized 
effort to send a representative exhibit 
of Canadian Holsteins from the Cana- 
dian Association to the London Dairy 
Show this fall and also to bring about 
a representative exhibit at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show at Syracuse. An 
effort will be made to bring out a pro-

in a greater service and more effi- 
cient operation. 

The new affiliation plan meets 
this need. It reduces the cost 
and includes a goodly majority of 
the wide-awake, purebred owners 
as well as a considerable number 
of the dairying rank and file in 
membership as is shown in the 
fact that approximately six thous- 
and nine hundred and_ twenty 
county association members in 
Wisconsin in 1922 will also be 
members of the State Association 
in 1923. In the great majority of 
cases the county dues are $3.00. 
The State’s portion in membership 
fee averages forty-seven cents 
which is included in the county 
association dues. Thus we have a 
total income from the Holstein 
owners belonging to their respec- 
tive county units of slightly over 


$3,000. As $7,000 is being an- 
nually returned to Wisconsin 
from the National Association 


via the Irwin resolution, it is 
apparent that the breeder that is 
making sales is in the main sup- 
porting the State Association. 
This I believe is as it should be 
and is an ideal means not only of 
financing the State body, but also 
of building an adequate member- 
ship in the county organizations 
which automatically insures the 
strength of the State Associa- 
tion.” 

The meeting adjourned following 
the reports until after lunch, at which 
time the annual address of President 
H. F. Schroeder was given. This will 
be given attention in full in an early 
issue of the World as it takes up in. 
detail many matters of interest to Hol- 
stein breeders. 

The afternoon session was largely 
devoted to a discussion of a proposed 
program offered by Secretary Oldham 
for the Board of Directors. This pro-

“EVERYBODY BACKS CALF CLUB 
WORK.” 


Ten thousand farm boys and girls 
of America have been members of the 
dairy calf clubs during 1922. Nearly 
four thousand of this number are en- 
rolled in Holstein clubs, according 
to the records of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America. 

Fifteen thousand enterprising rural 
boys and girls will be engaged in calf 
club work in 1923 judging from re- 
ports coming in from club leaders 
over the United States. This great 
army of future dairymen will feed 
and fit their animals for the fall and 
winter shows. 

Pioneer breeders and judges have 
been greatly surprised during’ the 
past show season to see boys and 
girls under 18 years of age standing 
at the top of very difficult classes. 
Examples of this were seen at such 
large dairy shows as the Wisconsin 
and Minnesota State Fairs. At least 
two thousand boys and girls owned 
dairy calves good enough to be shown 
at such state shows. Of course, sep- 
arate classes were provided but in 
most shows all classes were open to 
juniors, and they gave mighty good 
account of themselves against their 
elders too. 

All breeders’ associations are back 
of boys and girls because they are 
farsighted enough to see the future 
results. For example, the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America 
makes the junior work a big part 
of its extension program, and in 1922 
gave over $2.500 in prizes and ribbons. 

Bankers and other business men 
are glad to loan money and offer 
prizes for such work. Of course, they 
know that it means better farms in 
the future and more real business 
for them. Hundreds of thousands of 
dc''s-> have alrady been loaned to 
juni.rs and we have not heard of a 


single case where a boy or girl failed 
to pay up. 

While all of this good work is 
going on, fathers learn from _ their 
sons, and wonder why someone did 
not give them the same chance when 
they were boys. In the past five 
years dairy calf clubs have greatly 
solved the problem of “Why John 
left the farm.” 

The Holstein-Friesian and all other 
breed Associations have pledged 
themselves to help this work so ably 
earried on by all of the Colleges 
of Agriculture in America, as well as 
some foreign nations. The days of 
“Taking the back seat’’ are over for 
the farm boys and girls. Their out- 
look on the future is no longer gloomy 
and doubtful. 

Those days are gone forever.

ample to prevent the development of this trouble in sows. 
Probably one-tenth pound of potassium or sodium iodide 
per one thousand pounds of grain mixture for all live stock 
would be ample. It makes no difference whether you use 
sodium or potassium iodide—whichever is cheapest should 
be purchased. On one of the large stock farms, in Wiscon- 
sin, tablets containing five grains of potassium iodide are 
placed every other day in the water buckets of the dairy 
herd test barn. These tablets are used for the sixty days 
preceding freshening, and no difficulty with goiter has been 
experienced since the inauguration of this practice, al- 
though this farm did suffer from goiture previous to this 
use of potassium iodide. 

The great success of Dr. David Marine in reducing the 
amount of goiture in school schildren at Akron, Ohio, by the 
systematic use of sodium iodide, should be a lesson to 
the live stock interests in this region. By giving children 
from the age of ten to seventeen, twice a year, two grams 
of sodium iodide, distributed over ten days administration, 
he has prevented the incidence of goiture in practically 


all of these children. The same quanity of potassium 
iodide could also be used. What will in time become a 
public health measure in human nutrition should now 


become a common insurance measure against loss among

the live stock interests. We, therefore, encourage and 
recommend the use of extra amounts of iodine for our live 
stock, especially on those farms where trouble from hair- 
less pigs or goiter has been experienced. 

Shall We Use Extra Lime in the Ration? 


The answer to this question is not so definitely made 
as was the answer in the case of common salt or of iodine. 
Whether we should add extra lime to the ration of our 
live stock will depend upon what we have to feed. Lime 
and phosphorus are used extensively by all animals in 
building the skeleton and by the dairy cow in the produc 
tion of milk. It can be stated as a fundamental principle 
that the compounding of rations from seeds or seed by- 
products will always result in the production of a low 
lime feed. For example, a mixture of corn meal, ground 
oats, wheat bran, or -middlings and oil meal would be one 
too low in lime for the maximum rate of growth of a pig. 
In such cases there would have to be added a certain 
amount of lime either in the form of steamed bone meal, 
wood ashes, ground limestone, or floats (rock phosphate). 
These materials in the proportion of one-half to two 
pounds per one hundred pounds of grain mixture would 
always provide an ample supply of lime. 

In the case of cows and other herbivorous animals, 
such as sheep or horses, dependence for minerals rests 
almost wholly upon the roughage that is used; the charac- 
ter of the roughage with reference to its content of min- 
eral matter is becoming of increasing importance. It has 
been demonstrated that a cow receiving a dry rough- 
age, low in lime content, and supplemented with grains 


may abort her calf. This of course, involves not only 
a loss of the calf but also a iowered milk production. 
This situation has been demonstrated time and time

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again with the straws such as wheat 
or oat straws, which are generally low 
in lime. On the other hand, if to such 
a ration a certain amount of lime 
salts are added there is marked im- 
provement in the character of the off- 
spring, but the offspring produced are 
not as fine as those produced when 
the roughage is a natural one rich in 
lime, such as clover or alfalfa hay. 


Plants as a Source of Lime 


The stem and leafy portion of 
plants which constitute our forage 
are variable in their lime content, de- 
pendent upon the soil supply. If the 
soil is an acid soil and low in lime 
then plants or parts of plants, like 
timothy hay, blue grass, and corn 
stover or corn fodder, will be rela- 
tively low in their lime content. Even 
red clover grown on an acid soil will 
be lower in its lime content than if 
grown upon a lime rich soil; but a 
legume plant such as clover or alfalfa 
never drops to a level of lime content 
which is at all dangerous in respect 
to its feeding value. Its minimum is 
a high percentage and if it cannot get 
the minimum it ceases to grow. 

This matter is an important one to 
keep in mind. We have corn stovers 
grown on acid soils in this state with 
as low a lime content as .31 per cent. 
The same is true of blue grass or 
timothy hay. If these materials con- 
stitute the sole roughage of a _ her- 
bivorous animal during the entire 
gestation period and particularly if 
she is milking, weak offspring will 
surely result. The saving grace in 
this situation is green pasture for a 
number of months in the year. This 
is important because animals will get 
along on a less percentage of lime in 
their ration when the material is 
green than when it is dry; and they 
will also use or assimilate added cal- 
cium salts with greater efficiency on 
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green forage than on dried hays. This 
is due to the fact that green materials 
contain more of the vitamin assisting 
in calcium assimilation than do the 
dried materials. 

The Effect of Drying on the Lime 

Vitamin 

The conditions of drying will also 
determine the amount of this vitamin 
left in the material. Drying grasses 
under caps preserves it much better 
than drying in the windrow with long 
exposure to sunlight. We have no 
data at present on this point but prob- 
ably the same is true in respect to 
corn and corn silage. Silage made 
from field and sun-dried mature plants 
will not be as effective in respect to 
making “available” the lime in the 
ration as will silage made from green 
plant tissue. If the roughage fed is 
old, dry straw or highly bleached hay, 
the utilization of added lime salts will 
be very much inferior to the utilization 
when the roughage is properly cured 
hay or tresh green pasture. 

The fact that low lime roughages 
may lead to premature and weak 
calves and that this situation can be 
helped by the addition of lime to the 
ration, has no doubt given rise to the 
viewpoint that this station has a cure 
for infectious contagious abortion. 
This station disclaims all such state- 
ments. A cow may be getting the 
very best roughage grown, such as al- 
falfa or clover, and when infected with 
the bacillus of contagious abortion 
may manifest that infection by the 
premature dropping of the calf; and 
yet in these cases the very best rough- 
age was being fed and a roughage rich 
in lime. 

On the other hand, the question may 
be raised as to how much of the weak 
offspring produced by our dairy stock 
is due to the feeding of forage low in 
lime, and how much is due to infection, 
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and whether the ravages of the bacil- 
lus abortus could not in part be eradi. 
cated if our farmers were able to uge 
the better roughages such ag the 
clover and alfalfa hays. Definite ex. 
perimental evidence on the subject is 
lacking at present. 


Minerals and Abortion 


Our advice in the present state of 
our knowledge and at the present time 
is to grow and feed clover, alfalfa, or 
soy bean hays whenever at all possi- 
ble. If you are forced to use poor 
hays or corn stover grown on acid 
soils and you have suffered in preyi- 
ous years from the premature birth of 
calves, add three to four pounds of 
limestone, steamed bone meal, wood 
ashes, or floats (rock phosphate) to 
one hundred pounds of grain for such 
live stock. It cannot possibly do any 
harm and may do a great deal of good.

Shall We Use Extra Phosphorus in 


the Ration? 


Our grains are abundant sources of 
phosphorus. This is especially true 
of certain by-products, such as wheat 
bran and wheat middlings. One would 
believe that with all classes of live 
stock that are receiving grains, and 
especially if they are receiving wheat 
bran or middlings, the needs for extra 
phosphorus would not warrant its 
purchase.

wait for more definite experimental 
information. 
Comp'!ex Mineral Mixtures 

From what we have said above it is 
clear that complex mineral mixtures 
should not be purchased by our farm- 
ers. For example, there is on the 
market a product designed for dairy 
cows which consists of caicium phos- 
phate, sodium chloride, potassium io- 
dide, magnesium sulphate (Epsom 
salts), sodium sulphate (Glauber’s 
salts), ferrous sulphate (copperas), 
and sulphur. In the name of common 
sense and science why should we add 
sodium sulphate, sulphur, iron sul- 
phate, or magnesium sulphate to a 
dairy cow’s ration? If the cow is get- 
ting good clover or alfalfa hay in ad- 
dition to her grains and silage, the 
only thing she needs in addition 
is some common 6 salt, possibly 
some bone meal or wood ashes, and 
if you have had trouble with goitrous 
calves a small amount of potassium 
iodide. There is absolutely no need, 
with our present information, for 
spending money for anything else. 
We are told that “high test’ cows are 
often fed charcoal. This, again, seems 
a perfectly needless expense and there 
is no scientific information that would 
justify the use of charcoal for a cow. 


There are other complex mineral 
mixtures on the market none of which 
have any merit whatever over the un- 
mixed, simple ingredients that a far- 
mer should use. There is nothing 
mysterious about these mineral mix- 
tures. The useful things that they 
carry can always be bought cheaper 
as separate materials than in the com- 
plex mineral mixtures now offered for 
sale.

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Such carriers of phosphorus and cal- 
cium that we may need to use under 
special conditions can always be ob- 
tained cheaper in steamed bone meal, 
wood ashes, ground limestone, or 
rock phosphate than in complex mix- 
tures. 

A Summary of the Situation 

(1) In the present state of our 
knowledge we advise the use of com- 
mon salt in all alive stock rations. 

(2) We advise the use of potassium 
or sodium iodide as an _ insurance 
against goiter and hairless pigs. This 
especially applies to those farms 
which have already experienced trou- 
ble in these directions. 

(3) In swine feeding and in the ab- 
sence of dairy products, tankage, or 
green pasture, we would advise the 
use of a lime carrier such as steamed 
bone meal, wood ashes, ground lime- 
stone, or rock phosphate where the ra- 
tion is made wholly from grains and 
seed by-products. The lime carriers 
should be used to the extent of one- 
half to two pounds per hundred pounds 
of grain. Where use is made of dairy 
by-products such as skim milk, butter- 
milk, or of tankage and the rest of the 
ration properly selected there is prob- 
ably no need of an additional lime sup- 
ply. Where whey is used a lime sup- 
ply may be added. 

(4) In the case of cows, sheep, and 
horses where the forage fed is grown 
en acid soils and is of a non legume 
type, a calcium carrier such as 
steamed bone meal, wood ashes, lime- 
stone, or rock phosphate should be 
added to the ration at the rate of 
three to four pounds per 100 pounds 
of grain. Even where the roughage 
consists of clover, alfalfa, or soy bean 
hay the use of any cf the above ma- 
terials can be recommended and cer- 
tainly will-do no harm. They may not 
be utilized to a high degree, but prob- 
ably some is utilized. Even if not com- 
letely absorbed by the animal they 
would enrich the manure, particularly 
with phosphorus when bone meal or 
rock phosphate is used. Their great- 
est utilization, however, will be ac- 
complished by feeding them in con- 
junction with fresh green pasture and 
that is the time above all when they 
should be used. Reports have come to 
us that the use of bone meal results 
in producing very large calves with 
difficulty at birth. This phase of the 
problem must also receive consider- 
ation. 

(5) Grains carry an abundant sup- 
ply of phosphorus to our animals, 
particularly when fortified with wheat 
bran or middlings. There are experi- 
ments that indicate that phosphorus 
added as sodium phosphate to the ra- 
tion of a dairy cow during her dry 
period will increase her milk flow in 
the fcllowinge lactation period. It 
would probably be unwise for our far- 
mers to take up phosphate feeding 
until there have been further experi- 
ments and further experience in this 
direction with diverse systems of 
feeding.

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MAINTAINING HERD HEALTH 

One of the greatest business blund- 
ers a dairy cattle breeder can commit 
is the one of letting his herd get in- 
fected with tuberculosis. 

Not only is the health of the herd 
going to deteriorate rapidly, but it is 
almost impossible to sell or ship cows 
from herds which contain reactors. 

The average man who is in the mar- 
xet for dairy cows is afraid of getting 
“trimmed.” 

So serious was this situation a few 
years ago that many breeding com- 
munities took drastic steps to insure 
the safety of buyers within their 
porders. Among the most conspicu- 
ous of these was Waukesha County, 
Wisconsin. And be it said to the 
eredit of the county that it did not 
wait until it was forced to clean 
house, but from the very beginning 
practiced a-policy of a square deal 
for the buyer. 

It is practically certain that the de- 
mand tor Holstein cattle in Wauke- 
sha County is due to some extent to 
the fact that buyers have reasonable 
assurances of the health of the cows 
they buy. Waukesha County Holstein 
preeders have made it a policy to test 
their herds regularly, and also have 
shown a consistent willingness to sell 
subject to the tuberculin test. In the 
case of purebreds, the 60-day retest 
privilege is freely granted. 

Even if a man does not expect to 
sell any cattle, he should as a matter 
of self protection test his herd at 
least once a vVear. He should per- 
suade his neighbor to do the same, 
so as to prevent infection from ad- 
joining pastures. Then, when the 
time comes, he can offer animals for 
sale with full confidence that they 
will pass the test satisfactorily. And 
when he buys, he should insist upon 
the test privilege —The Waukesha 
County Holstein Association.
